The total wheat j 
crop in Ind iana in 1907 was 34,8 7 4,7 26 
bu shels. 
The av erage y ield p er acre 
was 14.5 8 bu shels. A comp arison with 
the acreage of the highest cou nties in 
1907 shows that the w heat will be p ro­ 
d u ced in almost the same belt this 
y ear that it was last y ear.

time it is one of the brightest, freshest 
aud most wlioleaorne-Iookmg stretches of 
Mount Royal. To perpetuate the memory 
of the man who had been mainly instru­ 
mental in the founding of the club a hole 
was named after him, and when in later 
years the club took up fresh quarters at 
Dixie, ou tiie shores of Lake St. Louis, 
the same thing was done on the new 
links. 
Ia 1884 the Montreal Coif club, 
through the intercession of the Marquis 
of Lausdowne, the governor general of 
Canada at that time, with her late tuaj

The shriukage in volume varies with 
different woods, being about 26 per cent, 
of the dry volume for the species of 
eucalyptus known as blue gum, and only 
about 7 per cent, for red cedar. 
For 
hickory, the shrinkage is about 20 per 
cent, of the dry volume, and for long-leaf 
pine about 15 per cent. In the usual air- 
dry condition from 12 to 15 per cent, of 
moisture still remains in the wood, so 
that the shrinkage from the green condi­ 
tion to the air-dry condition is only a 
trifle over half of that from the green to 
the absolutely dry state.—Wood Craft.

It h* nice for use when warming over 
Irish 
potatoes, in dried peas and ou 
wilted lettuce. 
For a strong appetite ham fat can 
be used on the table in winter in this 
way. 
When the meat is taken from the 
pan pour in a teacup of boiling water, 
let boil up with the fat and serve in 
the place of brown or white gravy. This 
makes buckwheat cakes very palatable 
on a cold morning.
